The question is ofted asked, “What 
are the rules for laying out mile and 
half-mile tracks?” The following sim- 
ple directions may be found useful: 
For a mile track draw a line through 
an oblong center 440 yards in length, 
setting a stake at each end. Then 
draw a line on either side of the first 
line, exactly paralel with, and 
417 feet two inches from it, 
setting stakes at either end of 
them. You will then have an oblong 
square 440 yards long and 834 inches 
wide. At each end of these lines you 
will now set stakes. Now fasten a 
chord or wire 417 feet two inches long 
to the center stake of your paralleo- 
gram, and then describe a half-circle, 
driving stakes as often as you wish 
to set a fence post. When the circle 
i$ made at both ends of your paralleo- 
gram you will have two straight 
sides and two circles which, measur- 
ed three feet from the fence, will be 
exactly one mile. The turns should 
be thrown up an inch to the foot. 

A half mile track: Draw two par- 
alel lines 600 feet long and 452 feet 
five inches a part.
